Several Weeks Ahead 
of Former Schedules 


‘Trusting to luck soy takiog a 
gamblers chance Take region 
farmers are this week putting seed 
into the ground and hoping for 
favorable weather conditions be- 
tween now and the time for ma- 
turity of their crops. The Sep- 
tember rainy season usually takes 
its toll of the early plantings but 
local gtowers are willing to take 
thelr chances with the elements 
in order that they may get some 
produce on early markets. 

Last fall the rainy season was 
a few weeks late in making its 
appearance in this section and it 
was.not until the middle of Oc- 
tober that 5 percent of the bean 
acreage was flooded out.

Florida Motorists In 
Year 1935 

An examination of figures com- 
piled by the United. States Bu- 
reau of Public Roads shows that 
during the calendar year 1935, 
Florida collected from its mo- 
torists in gasoline taxes the ag- 
gregate sum of $17,896,972. On- 
ly ten states in the entire nation 
coliected a greater amount than 
Florida. These states, all of which 
have lower tax rates than Flor- 
ida, were California, Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Ohio. 
Pennsylvania and Texas. All of 
the states which collected a 
greater aggregate amount in 
gasoline taxes than Florida great- 
ly exceed Florida in population 
and motor vehicle registrations 
The total collection in Florida 
was greater than any of the 
thirty-seven other states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Florida, with the registration 
Of 356,214 vehicles for the calen- 
dar year 1935, collected a great- 
er aggregate amount of gasoline 
taxes from its motor vehicle own- 
ers than did Massachusetts with 
789,090; Missouri with 766,369; 
Wisconsin with 754,037: Minne- 
sota with 726,993;, Iowa with 
699,016; Kansas with 553106; 
Oklahoma with 502,101; Wash- 
ington with 453660; Nebraska 
with 406,189; Geprgia with 39,-

It is a 
ready widely known. Around 
main basin, W; C.-Ray and W. 
Davidson have developed one 
the most beautiful parks in * the 
state. "The beautitying of Sil- 
ver Spring» and the landscaping 
that is being done at the large 
spring in thé Ocala National for- 
est mark the beginhing. we feel 
of what will seme day be one of 
the world’s most wónderful groups 
of gardens ami! watering places.” 

Yet the distinguished engineers 
and geologists who are surveying) 
the effects of the proposed canal 
upon Florida's underground wg 
ter system tell us down here ti 
cutting the canal necessarily me:

Otherwise, bow explain 
this discussion of a future for 
Silver Springs. in the same .jour- 
nal that so ardently hopes for the 
gouging out of the  cross-state 
canal? We cannot believe that 
the scientists are fooling the peo- 
ple of that section. Perhaps the| 
canal enthusiasts just shut their 
eyes and blindly hope for the 
best. | 

Unfortunately for their plans 
the remainder of the peninsula 
whose water future is threat- 
ened by the canal cannot so easily 
blind itself to the threat of the 
futüre.—Miami Herald.
